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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2, 5, 6, 8, and 1 1-24 are pending and under examination. 

Comment: Support for Applicant's amendments is both explicit and implicit in the 
specification as originally filed. Support for "stress" can be found at least on page 5, line 8. No 
new matter has been added. 

Withdrawn rejections; 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed 6/1/09 are acknowledged and have been 
fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed below is herein 
withdrawn. Claims 2, 6, 1 1-13 and 17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Fukura et al. (Prog. Neuro-Psychopharmacol. & Biol Psychiat. 2000, 24, 1357-1368) and 
claims 12, 17 and 21 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lane et al. 
Science 1980, 210(4472), 899-901). Applicant amended the claims to recite 'human' which is 
not disclosed in the references. The rejections are withdrawn. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 8 and 1 1-24 were 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fukura et al. (Prog. Neuro- 
Psychopharmacol. & Biol Psychiat. 2000, 24, 1357-1368) in view of Georgieflf (US 6,197,323) 
and Fishman (US 5,099,834) and Ohashi et al. Anesthesiology 2002, 96, A1291 and with respect 
to claims 5 and 24, Franks et al. (US 6,274,633). Applicant's amendments and arguments have 
overcome this rejection. The Examiner withdraws the rejection.

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest art to the 
instant claims is Fishman (US 5,099,834) which teaches administration of xenon gas mixtures to 
women of childbearing age but is not directed to the instant method of providing analgesia in a 
human newborn subject. Claims 2, 5, 6, 8, and 1 1-24 [renumbered as: 2, 3, 4, 5, 1, 10, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
and 11-18] are allowed.
